W ednesday a t the weekly luncheon 
W. H. Holzm an of the A. and M. 
College Fiscal departm ent told the 
club th at ab o u t 3,000 persons a t 
College and in B ryan look to the 
A. and M. College fo r th eir daily 
bread. 
“T here a re on the av er­ 
age,” he said, “ 850 resident per­ 
sons em ployed by the College in­ 
cluding the Extension Service, E x­ 
perim ent Station and F orest Serv­ 
ice. 
W hile the pay roll of the 
College is an im portant item to the 
business interest© of our city and 
county it am ounts to only slightly 
over 
one-third 
of 
th e 
to tal 
am ount of funds brought into B ry­ 
an by the 
College. 
The 
to tal 
am ount of m oney handled by the 
arious divisions of the College 
during the past fiscal year was $5,- 
280,000 or an average of $440,000 
per m onth 
Let us stop just a moment and 
compare this with the community’s 
income from cotton, the next im­ 
portant source o f revenue. With 
cotton worth 20 cents per pound 
and seed worth $86 
per 
ton it 
would require 42,240 bales to bring 
as much money into Bryan as the 
A. and M. College does in a single 
year. 
"From ft small beginning 
years ago, the physical plant of the 
College has grown until now that 
part of it located in Brazos coun­ 
ty consists of: 2,957 acre* of land 
valued at $168,000; 15 dormitories 
and 140 student bungalows worth 
$920,000; 42 fire resisting and 130 
non-fire resisting 
buildings 
and 
structures used for class rooms 
laboratories, 
utilities, 
storage 
etc., worth $2,780,000; 136 rent 
cottages worth $318,000; water, 
light and sewage lines and other 
outside equipment 
worth 
$265,- 
000; equipm ent for dormitories, 
class rooms, utilities, offices, etc., 
w orth $1,349,000; m aking a ri>tal 
of $5,800,000. 
“When we add to this the value 
of that part of the physical plant 
located outside of Brazos county 
including the two branch colleges 
and the Prairie 
View 
Normal, 
which amounts to $3 ,2 0 0 ,0 0 0 , we 
have a physical plant worth $9,- 
000,000,” Mr. Holzroan said. 
The growth in the enrollment 
has been as 
remarkagle 
as the 
growth of the physical plant. From 
a total of 106 students enrolled 
during the first year in the history 
of the College, the enrollm ent has 
grown to 2,447 students for the 
current term ; of this number 2,- 
386 are now in attendance. 
"The organization of the College 
bes been perfected to such a high 
degree of efficiency that, at the 
opening of school 1,200 students 
can be

Labor Problems 
Are Well Solved 
In Fort Worth 


(By A ssociated P ress) 
FORT W ORTH, Nov. 23.— Fort 
W orth has led all other cities of 
the U nited S tates in m eeting la 
bor problems and supplying occu­ 
pations since 1900, a survey com­ 
pleted by the Fort Worth Chamber 
of Commerce reveals. 
There are approxim ately 32,00* 
wage earners in the territory em­ 
braced by the city, earning $46^ 
000,000 
manually, 
the 
report 
shows. 
During the period from 
1900 to 1927 there has been only 
three minor labor strikes. 
The survey 
shows 
that Fort 
Worth is one of the five cities that 
has experienced a continual build­ 
ing program since the World War, 
with construction figures during 
the time totalling more than $20,- 
000,000. 
Eighty five per cent of 
Fort Worth labor is white, seven 
per cent negroes, three per cent 
Mexicans and the remaining for 
eign bora mixtures.
